Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone and in combination does not disclose "an accelerometer 
comprising a measurement mass for detecting acceleration including one or more 
resilient folded beams coupled to the support structure and a mass coupled to the 
resilient folded beams and one or more electrode patterns coupled to the spring mass 
assembly a top cap wafer coupled to the measurement mass, including a top capacitor 
electrode and a bottom cap wafer coupled to the measurement mass, including a 
bottom capacitor electrode" as recited in claim 1. These limitations are neither taught 
nor made obvious by the prior art of record.
